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It may come as a shock to realize that in the 1781-82 period thecredit of the 
United States was so shaky and unstable that Robert Morris as a private 
individual substituted his personal credit for that of the national government 
to enable the financial transactions of the United States to continue. This was 
accomplished by his issuance of circulating notes in convenient 
denominations which were used as money and were redeemable on 
presentation. One may wonder why this important issue of money has never 
been included in American numismatic history. This was apparently due to 
the fact that no example was known and there was insufficient knowledge of 
its form and use to take it oUt of the fiscal paper, commercial draft, or bill of 
exchange categories. Examples of these circulating notes have now been 


discovered and have made it possible 
time and to outline the facts as to its 

The $20 circulating note of Robert 
Morris contains evidence of the intend- 
ed circulation of the issue. The notes are 
the same size as the bank notes of the 
Bank of North America whose first issues 
circulated simultaneously with them. 
They have a complex engraved design 
on the left end for indenture so that, 
after separation by cutting, the remain- 
ing design on the stub can be used to fit 
the notes so as to detect possible 
counterfeits. The denomination is 
engraved specifically into a shaded pan- 
el left of center at the top of the notes as 
well as in the distinctively capitalized 
text of the engraved obligation. The 
notes are payable to bearer, have no 
alternate payee, and require no en- 
dorsement. They are not only numbered 
but have two control letters next to the 
number. This corresponds to the use of 
such control letters on some Virginia 
currency issues of the 1778-1780 period. ^ 

The Morris notes are without date of 
issue, apparently to strengthen their 
acceptance by the public in making their 
length of time in circulation unimpor- 
tant. The handwritten insertion of the 
name of John Swanwick as drawee and 
the handwritten place of payment might 
be construed to contradict circulating 
Intentions, but such fill in gave un- 
derstandable flexibility to either a 
change in drawee or in place of pay- 
ment. The other denominations of the 
Morris notes were $80 and $50 and were 
arranged for public convenience. The 
$80 denomination had also been the 
highest denomination used in the last 


to illustrate this note Issue for the first 
historic impact. 

issue (January 14, 1779) of the defunct 
Continental Currency and the $50 was 
the middle point between the $20 and 
the $80. 

The public always seems to find a 
humorous and practical way of describ- 
ing and distinguishing different types of 
money and the notes of Robert Morris 
are no exception. Those which were 
payable at sight (on presentation at any 
time) were known as Short Bobs and his 
issues of other obligations payable at 
future dates were known as Long Bobs.^ 
The word Bobs in these expressions was 
the popular version of his first name. 
Although Robert Morris referred to his 
notes in formal language, the ex- 
pressions Short Bobs and Long Bobs will 
often be used In this article to dis- 
tinguish the two types of Robert Morris 
note issues. 

The Short Bobs were engraved by 
Robert Scot pursuant to the following 
entry in the Diary of Robert Morris for 
July 27, 1781, “Employed Mr. Scott the 
Engraver to Cut a Copper Plate for 
Printing orders payable at Sight for use 
of this Office. “3 Robert Scot was subse- 
quently employed as a coin die engraver 
at the United States Mint for a quarter 
century beginning in 1795 and his skill as 
an engraver of public documents, in- 
signia, portraits, maps, etc., was a 
development from his training as a 
watchmaker in England. By the use of 
the word “Office'" Morris meant the 
Office of Finance of the United States of 
which he was Superintendent beginning 
on February 20, 1781, rather than the 
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$20 Circulating Note of Robert Morris known as a Short Bob. 
The inked X is a redemption cancellation. 


private business office of Willing and 
Morris, a commercial partnership which 
continued to operate but in which he 
had become inactive while in govern- 
ment service. The other five entries in 
the diary for that day also related 
specifically to government business. 
This indicated from the beginning that 
he felt that he was issuing the notes 
solely for governmental purposes and 
not for any personal use, even though 
he undertook a personal obligation by 
signing them. 

The financial condition of the United 
States in the latter part of 1781 and into 
1782 was a disaster. The Continental 
Currency was out of circulation and was 
not acceptable for any value. The State 
money issues guaranteed by the United 
States pursuant to the March 18, 1780 
Resolution of the Continental Congress 
had been a failure and were un- 
redeemable. The Continental Congress 
was without enforceable taxing power 
and was therefore without credit. Its 
requisitioning of funds from the thirteen 
States was only complied with in 
minimal amounts by some States and 
after long delays. The Bank of North 
America which Morris had helped 
organize issued about $400,000 in cir- 
culating bank notes early in 1782 and 
made maximum loans of its assets and 
bank notes to the United States. The new 


specie paper money Issued by some of 
the States beginning In 1780was for State 
expenditures and not a source of money 
for the United States.^ Though military 
action had terminated and peace was 
imminent, stationary troops were still 
being maintained to ease the 
reorganization of governmental 
authority and the national government 
had to rernain intact during its period of 
development. 

Robert Morris was struggling to 
operate the financial administration of 
the nation while the impotent Con- 
tinental Congress struggled to solve the 
many foreign and domestic political 
problems. The lack of sufficient power 
and the economic confusion of the 
national government left Morris with a 
duty to meet governmental obligations 
and little money to meet them with. 
Morris had a reputation of devotion and 
loyalty to the United States and of 
integrity, competence, and 
resourcefulness in business. He was 
selected as Superintendent of Finance as 
a reaction against governmental ad- 
ministrative waste and the 
Superintendency was an important 
aspect of a movement toward cen- 
tralized authority. It was in such cir- 
cumstances that Morris found his per- 
sonal credit held in higher esteem than 
that of the United States. The United 
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States could not promptly pass fiscal 
laws, coJIect taxes, borrow, obtain State 
contributions, etc., because of cumber- 
some problems and time consuming 
arguments. Morris cut across all the red 
tape and inertia by issuing his own 
personal notes to pay for governmental 
expenditures and to meet governmental 
obligations. 5 He was subsequently ac- 
cused of diverting governmental funds 
and using those funds for his personal 
purposes. 6 Those accusations may have 
been technically true, but his personal 
purposes were to enable the United 
States to meet its financial respon- 
sibilities and to continue to function. He 
sincerely felt that he had to act in 
desperation and by doing so had helped 
to re-establish the credit of the United 
States. He sustained the government 
with his own personal credit during an 
interval when no other solution 
appeared to be available. 

the notes Morris issued were drawn 
on John Swanwick (1740-98) who had 
been the cashier or clerk at Willing and 
Morris. On June 8, 1781 Morris as 
Superintendent of Finance appointed 
Swanwick as cashier or treasurer of the 
United States Office of Finance, a posi- 
tion which was not on the Civil List. In 
1782 Swanwick was also appointed 
Receiver of Federal Taxes for Penn- 
sylvania after David Rittenhouse declin- 
ed the position. The fact that Morris as a 
Federal officer drew his notes on 
Swanwick who was also a member of the 
Federal staff and used those notes only 
for Federal expenditures is indicative of 
how official such notes were, even 
though the drawer and the drawee were 
both named as individuals. 

A circular letter written by Morris 
dated August 29, 1782 from the Office of 
Finance referred to his circulating 
money as ^'Orders on Mr. Swanwick 
payable at Sight'' and as ''my Notes 
receivable in taxes" by the States. In that 
circu lar letter Morris stated that no more 
of his Short Bobs would be issued. A 
major reason, though then undisclosed, 
was that counterfeit $20 notes had 
appeared. The fact that counterfeits 


were produced showed that his notes 
were generally accepted in circulation 
and had undepreciated value or they 
would not have been selected for 
counterfeiting. He announced at the 
same time that he had changed to a new 
type of note In the following form: 

At Sixty Days from the Date pay on Account 

of the United States Dollars 

to or 

Bearer. 

Thus appeared the Long Bobs which 
were signed by Robert Morris and 
drawn on John Swanwick as were the 
Short Bobs. The Long Bobs were in 
denominations of $100, $50, $30 and $20, 
the paper being watermarked UNITED 
STATES plus a 1 in the $100 paper, a 2 in 
the $50 paper, a 3 in the $30 paper, and a 
4 in the $20 paper. Although no ex- 
amples of the Long Bobs have yet been 
located, a comparison with the Short 
Bobs Is helpful In reaching conclusions. 
The Short Bobs were on the same rag 
paper then used for governmental cor- 
respondence and watermarked with a 
post horn. Although both types were 
personal obligations of Robert Morris 
the use of the words ''on Account of the 
United States" in the fixed text of the 
Long Bobs makes it more convincing 
that they were official In nature. Because 
they were a substitution for the Short 
Bobs, that would indicate that the Short 
Bobs were official as well. 

There was outstanding in 1782 an 
aggregate of about $1,000,000 in bank 
notes of the Bank of North America, 
Short Bobs, and Long Bobs. Eliminating 
the $400,000 in Bank of North America 
bank notes it appears that the total of 
Short Bobs and Long Bobs issued during 
and prior to that year aggregated about 
$600,000. For 1782 the expenses of the 
Office of Finance exceeded its income 
by $404,713 so approximately that sum in 
Bobs could have been outstanding at 
one time. Morris admitted on October 5, 
1782 that when Bobs were issued Initially 
they were at first depreciated 10% to 
15%. They were acceptable for taxes by 
all States except Georgia and North 
Carolina and his comments on that 
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Office of Finance 8th November 1782 
Sir, 

I am to request that you would cause the enclosed Advertisement to be published in the 
several News Papers of your State, and that you would apply to the proper Authority within 
the State to take such Measures as may be deemed most effectual for bringing the 
Perpetrators to Justice. You must not receive any more of that Kind of Notes as Money, but 
you may accept of them conditionally to be forwarded hither, and considered as Cash if they 
be genuine. This will be convenient perhaps to Individuals, will prevent the Public Treasury 
from being defrauded, and will put it in your Power perhaps to trace Counterfeits. You will 
observe that the Imitation of my Signature is very different from the true One, and the Paper 
also of the Counterfeit Notes is yellower than the true. These striking Distinctions, besides 
many lesser Ones, which (shoud any of the false come to your Hands) you will discover by a 
Comparison with the true One enclosed. The Cross upon it is in Consequence of its having 
been paid.

Notice on Counterfeit Morris Notes 

Office of Finance 8th. Novr. 1782 
Notice is hereby given to all whom it may concern, that Counterfeits have appeared of the 
Notes issued from this Office struck on Copper Plate in the following form “af Sight pay to the 
Bearer twenty Dollars for which this shall be your sufficient Warrant” which Notes are 
signed by me and directed to Mr. John Swanwick Philadelphia. There were some Notes of the 
same kind for fifty, and some for eighty Dollars, which may perhaps be also counterfeited, 
tho’ none have been yet discovered. The Counterfeits are badly executed, and might with 
care be detected, but (from an Apprehension that such Arts would be practised) I long since 
desisted from issuing them, and cancelled those which were brought in for Payment. There 
are now out only Sixteen Thousand, six hundred and seventy Dollars, and as no great 
Inconvenience can arise from putting a stop to so trivial a Sum, the Public are cautioned 
against receiving any Notes struck on Copper Plate and signed with my Name. All persons 
holding those which are genuine, are desired to send them to Mr. Swanwick, and receive the 
Money.

matter are enlightening. He said that 
''farmers will not give full credit to 
money merely because it will pay taxes, 
for that is an object they are not violently 
devoted to; but that money that goes 
freely at the store and the tavern will be 
sought after as greedily as those things 
which the store and the tavern contain.'" 
The reason that denominations below 
$20 were not selected was that Morris 
preferred his notes to be confined to 
merchants and large dealers who would 
find a way to make change for retail use 
by their customers. 

After Morris learned that his $20 Short 
Bobs were counterfeited and had dis- 


continued their issue he wrote a circular 
letter dated November 8, 1782 to the 
Receivers of Continental taxes in the 
various States. He pointed out that the 
counterfeits were badly executed, that 
the imitation of his signature was quite 
different and the paper was much 
yellower. He sent genuine examples of 
redeemed $20 Short Bobs as detectors. 
These had been cancelled with a large 
ink X across their face. While the use of 
an X was usually a means of designating a 
counterfeit he specifically points out 
that the X is on a "true" Short Bob. He 
asked that a notice be published warn 
Ing the public of the counterfeits. He

further asked for State legislation to 
make counterfeiting of his notes a 
criminal offense, just as was previously 
requested for circulating notes issued by 
the Bank of North America. Both Rhode 
Island and Delaware gave counterfeit 
protection to the Bank of North America 
issues, but no special action was passed 
anywhere for notes of Robert Morris. 
The counterfeiters were finally caught 
and In July, 1783 he commented that 
'"the knot of villains is pretty well broken 
up.^' 

In his November 8, 1782 comments to 
the Receivers of taxes concerning the 
$20 counterfeits, Morris ordered a cessa- 
tion of circulation for all denominations 
of Short Bobs. There were then only 
$16,670 of Short Bobs in circulation. He 
suggested conditional acceptance of all 
such notes for redemption to determine 


If they were genuine. In so doing he 
stated that this ''will prevent the Public 
Treasury from being defrauded,'' a 
further proof of his belief that his Short 
Bobs were official currency. 

On December 7, 1782 William 

Churchill Houston, Receiver of New 
jersey for taxes in Trenton, wrote Morris 
that $660 of Short Bobs had been receiv- 
ed from the Collector at Gloucester, 
New jersey, cut in half and pasted 
together again. Houston stated that the 
Collector had received them directly 
from "the office" (Office of Finance) 
and wanted to know if Morris was 
reissuing redeemed and cut-cancelled 
notes to save costs. Morris replied that 
no notes had been so issued. Obviously 
the Collector at Gloucester had cut and 
pasted the Short Bobs to prevent theft or 
accident in his hands or in transit and 
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Houston, although aware of the practice 
of sending separate shipments of cut 
halves of circulating notes when on their 
way in for redemption, was surprised by 
the rejoining procedure which destroys 
some of the safety of separate delivery. 

Because the United States was not the 
obligor of the Short Bobs or the Long 
Bobs it can be claimed that the currency 
of Robert Morris was at most quasi- 
official rather than official. However, 
emergency issues of money, in which 
category this issue belongs, are classified 
according to the real party in interest by 
and for whom the emergency issue was 
created and used and that party was the 
United States of America. The fact that 
specific formal authorization did not 
occur is not determinative when 
emergency Issues of money are con- 
sidered. If Morris had not been able to 
pay his notes or if he had not been 
reimbursed for his outlays for the 
government, themoral and legal respon- 
sibility of the United States to make the 
notes good for the benefits it received 
would have remained. 

The examples of Short Bobs which 
have so far been located are only of the 
$20 denomination, being ef No. 1,ef No. 
25 and fg No. 16. 


It Is curious to realize how accidental 
findings of this nature occur. In the 
research for the publication of The 
Papers of Robert Morris sponsored by 
The National Historical Publications and 
Records Commission and Queens 
College of the City University of New 
York a request for information about the 
Morris notes and Bank of North America 
notes came to me from that writing 
project. In the subsequent cor- 
respondence I was sent the typewritten 
text of documents relating to the notes 
and where those manuscripts could be 
found. It was stated that an original note 
had not been located. Following these 
leads I was able to find and make a study 
of the notes themselves from 
Massachusetts Historical Society and 
The Maryland Historical Society, and 
the project located one at Princeton 
University. The numismatic importance 
of this ''discovery'' became clear. The 
Morris notes themselves carried their 
own proof of being circulating paper 
money when studied in connection with 
other supplementary material. 
Numismatists and others have thus 
become belatedly informed of a 
fascinating official issue of paper money 
of the United States.

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In a tradition reminiscent of when the ANA published 
convention papers, the editorial department adopted the 
policy in 1976 of publishing those presentations given at the 
annual ANA convention Educational Forum which are 
adaptable for publication. This article by Radford Stearns 
records nearly verbatim his presentation given August 25th at 
the 86th ANA Anniversary Convention in Atlanta. Another 
educational presentation will follow in next month's issue. 


Out of a gently rolling plateau 16 miles east of Atlanta, Georgia, there looms 
a giant stone monolith which has long inspired awe in all who behold its 
majesty and is as much a wonder to modern day geologists as it was to the 
Indian medicine men who once revered it. Perhaps most inspired were all the 
men and women who,over a period of 55 years from 1915 to 1970,worked to 
complete a monumental work of art which would match the mountain's 
massive glory — the Stone Mountain Confederate Memorial, the world's 
largest piece of sculpture. Nearly all branches of numismatics have paid 
tribute to the Memorial, be it medals, badges, ribbons, tokens, coins or 


counterstamps, though without a 
memorative half dollar has done the 
popular one with numismatists. 

Geologists say it took 100 million years 
of incubation under the earth's crust 
before Stone Mountain rose up in the 
middle of the plain. Its formation as we 
see it today took an additional million 
years. The crest is 1683 feet above sea 
level; it rises 825 feet above the nearby 
land. One surveyor estimated Its mass at 
632,750,000 tons. Although the exposed 
granite of Stone Mountain covers only 
583 acres, all we actually see is the tip. 
The mountain actually underlies one 
third of the state of Georgia — the 
largest state east of the Mississippi. The 
chemical makeup of the Stone Moun- 
tain granite is unique in the southeast 
indicating that this is the only portion of 
an immense ancient flow of molten rock 
that has yet reached the surface of the 
earth. 

John W. Beauchamp is probably the 
first white man to claim ownership of 
Stone Mountain. He gave local Indians 
$40 and a pony worth about $50 for it. No 
title was ever recorded and tradition has 
it that he traded the mountain to An- 
drew Johnson and Aaron Cloud for a 
muzzle loading gun and $20. Again no 
public deed is known for this transac- 
tion. Tradition also holds that the seller 
provided several jugsof whiskey prior to 
each trade. The whole area was actually 


doubt the Stone Mountain corn- 
most to make the mountain's story a 

still in public domain. In 1822 the State 
Legislature prepared original land 
grants. The mountain lay in seven 
different land lots which were awarded 
to Revolutionary War veterans and their 
descendents. One man walked 60 miles 
from Athens to examine his property, 
but upon seeing that it was bare rock 
traded it for a mule upon which to ride 
home. Andrew Johnson and his partner 
Aaron Cloud acquired considerable 
land at the mountain's base, and where 
the administration building stands to- 
day, they built an inn for stagecoach 
passengers who came from the 
Dahlonega gold fields through Athens 
and Winder on their way to the then 
state capitol at Milledgevllle via Eaton- 
ton and Covington. The town of New 
Gibralter sprang up at the base of the 
mountain providing passengers with 
taverns, other inns, general stores and a 
blacksmith shop. 

Aaron Cloud was the first to establish 
Stone Mountain as a tourist attraction. 
He paid Andrew Johnson $100 for 150 
square feet at the summit and built a 165 
foot high tower called, naturally 
enough, ''Cloud's Tower." For 50 cents a 
visitor could climb the tower for a better 
view. An 1842 account from a Macon 
newspaper tells of a man who could see 
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Cutzon BorgI urn's plaster model. 



Borglum projected an image of his plaster model onto the mountain surface for 
his men to outline with the help of this projector. 


five towns from the tower. One of the 
towns was called Terminus, ''a few 
stragling huts beyond Decatur." Later 
Terminus was to become Marthasville 
and still later Atlanta. By 1847 the town of 
New Gibralter had moved closer to the 
new railroad tracks which went from 
Augusta to Atlanta. The legislature 
granted the town a charter calling it 


Stone Mountain and gave the same 
name to the mountain which previously 
had been called Rock Mountain and 
Stoney Mountain. 

During the Civil War Reconstruction 
era, granite quarries flourished 
providing the southeast with materials 
for paving blocks, curb stones and 
replacement buildings. By 1887 William 
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Second sculptor Augustus Lukeman modified Borglum's model. 


and Samuel H. Venable had acquired 
the entire mountain for a total of $48,- 
000. Their quarry firm operated for 
seventy years producing up to 200,000 
paving blocks and 2,000 feet of curbing a 
day. 

The Stone Mountain 
Confederate Memorial 

As the world's largest piece of sculp- 
ture, the Confederate Memorial on 
Stone Mountain is 90 feet tall by 190 feet 
wide and extends 11 V 2 feet out from the 
mountain. The frame area comprises 
three acres. 

The original concept was developed 
in 1915 but the three figures of Stonewall 
Jackson, Robert E. Lee and Jefferson 
Davis were not completed until 1970. No 
wcfrk was done on the sculpture 
between 1928 and 1964. In 1915, while 
Mrs. Plane was president of the Atlanta 
Chapter of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy, sculptor Gutzon Borglum 
was consulted about having a 70 foot 
statue of General Lee carved on the 
mountain. Borglum pointed out that a 
statue of that size would look like a 
postage stamp on the side of a barn. 


Borglum drew up sketches of Con- 
federate leaders riding around the 
mountain and submitted them to the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy 
with a three million dollar cost estimate. 
He felt the project could be completed 
in 10 years. The ladies of the UDC were 
shocked by the magnitude of the project 
and did not want to commit themselves 
to such an expensive program. Then on 
March 16, 1916, the Venable family 
deeded the face of the north wall of the 
mountain and the ten adjoining acres to 
the UDC with the provision that the 
property would revert back to the 
original owners in 12 years If the moun- 
tain were not completed. So at their 1917 
convention in Chattanooga, the UDC 
founded an independent Stone Moun- 
tain Confederate Memorial Association 
to manage the carving project and retain 
financial responsibility. Thisenabled the 
UDC to be supportive of the project 
without risking their own financial in- 
tegrity. 

By 1923 Borglum announced that his 
designs were ready and he was prepared 
to start on the carving. He planned to 
pour chemicals down over the face of 
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the mountain to coat the surface with a 
photographic emulsion. He would then 
flash the innage of his carving through an 
enlarger and develop a photograph by 
pouring more chemicals over the moun- 
tain face. After national and inter- 
national publicity (it even appeared in 
Paris newspapers) of this technique, 
Borglum was advised by photographic 
experts that the scheme just could not 
work. Instead he had two men suspend- 
ed in boatswain's chairs with tape 
measures and buckets of paint to outline 
a picture of his piaster model that he 
projected on the mountain. Because 
under extremely close observation a 
photographic Image has continuous 
tone without definite outline, Borglum's 
workmen were unable to distinguish the 
boundaries of various elements in the 
composition, and so this plan also failed. 
The next day he used a line drawing 
instead of the photograph of his plaster 
model and did get an image they could 
outline on the mountain surface. 
However, this projection still was dis- 
torted because the mountain surface 
was curved rather than flat. 

On June 23, 1923 Borglum, amidst 
great ceremony, started the carving with 
a pneumatic drill. On January 18, 1924 a 
party including the governors of 
Virginia, Texas and Alabama had lunch 
on a granite shelf in front of Lee's head. 
The following day, Jefferson Davis' 
birthday, 20,000 people attended the 
unveiling of the then completed portion 
of Lee's head. 

But frustration continued for Borglum 
caused by the distortion of his projected 
image on the mountain. The true 
"'tempermental" artist, Borglum no 
doubt found it hard to bear the em- 
*barrassment and disappointment caus- 
ed by the failure of his internationally 
publicized technique of image projec- 
tion which now trapped him into a 
project he couldn't finish. After 
numerous personality clashes with 
association members, Borglum aban- 
doned the project in March of 1925. 

However, Borglum did realize his 
dream of a mountain sculpture after he 
went to South Dakota and gained lasting 
fame as the sculptor of the carvings on 


Mount Rushmore. His name is still 
associated with Stone Mountain as the 
designer of the Stone Mountain com- 
memorative half dollar and the oc- 
tagonal Children's Founder Roll Medal. 

The next sculptor selected to work on 
the project was Augustus Lukeman. 
Calm, collected, a man of few words 
whom nothing seemed to fluster, he was 
the exact opposite of Borglum. Lukeman 
started carving April 1, 1925, knowing he 
could not complete the memorial carv- 
ing by the end of the twelve year 
deadline but hoping to make enough 
progress to justify an extension of that 
deadline. He had redesigned Borglum's 
plans and now showed the three central 
classic figures followed by an army 
which appeared to be riding out of the 
mountain. Lukeman's model was first 
carefully painted on the mountain sur- 
face. Exact measurements of all compo- 
nent parts were made so there would be 
no distortion. Two blacksmiths were 
kept busy full time sharpening the 
workers' drills which lasted only a few 
minutes against the granite. By the 
March 20, 1928 deadline set by the 
Venable family deed, Lukeman had 
blocked out the figures of Lee and 
Jefferson Davis and Lee's horse Traveler. 
He had finished the faces of Lee and 
Davis. On April 9, 1928 the Lee and Davis 
features were unveiled. Apparently the 
Venable family was unimpressed and 
reclaimed their property on May 20, 
1928 to end the LJDC's chance of com- 
pleting the memorial. 

In 1958 the Georgia Legislature es- 
tablished the Stone Mountain Associa- 
tion and gave this association the 
authority to purchase the mountain and 
the land, a total of 3200 acres, for a state 
park. A satisfactory Confederate 
Memorial was to be completed on the 
face of the mountain. 

Walter Kirkland Hancock was selected 
as the third sculptor in 1963. Roy 
Faulkner, foreman of the working crew, 
experimented with a special type of 
torch fired by kerosene and oxygen and 
also requiring a water coolant. When the 
Intense heat of the torch struck the 
granite, the moisture in the granite was 
vaporized into steam, and granite 
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Ray Faulkner using the kerosene and com- 
pressed air torch with water coolant carved 
for six years under the guidance of sculptor 
Walter Kirkland Hancock.

crystals were literally exploded, flaking 
off pieces eight to ten inches in diameter 
and V /2 inches thick. Fine carving work . 
was done with a similar, but smaller 
torch. The flame, however, unnaturally 
glazed the mountain surface. This glaze ^ 

was removed with a four prong vibrator 
to return the surface to a more natural 
state. Faulkner spent six years carving ^ 

with his torch before the project was 
finally completed. He said the hardest 
thing was not being able to step back for 
a better look! 

The Stone Mountain 

Commemorative Half Dollar * 

The carving was originally conceived 
as being financed by the proceeds from 
the sale of a commemorative half dollar. j 

Harry Stillwell Edwards originated the 
idea which is described in detail in a 
letter from him to Honorable Hollis N. . 

Randolph, President of the Stone* 
Mountain Confederate Memorial 
Association. In his letter written during 
the summer of 1923, Edwards notes that 
visitors to the mountain eagerly sought 
souvenirs, and he thought some sort of 
medal or token would be an ap- 
propriate souvenir and could be sold for 
the benefit of the Memorial Fund. The 
idea was further Inspired when Edwards 
found an Alabama Centennial half 
dollar in a trunk at home. 
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Galvanos dated 1924 of the Stone Mountain half dollar. 


On October 5, 1923, Edwards ap- 
proached Joseph A. McCord, Chairman 
of the Board and Federal Reserve Agent 
of Atlanta. Edwards believed the Stone 
Mountain project would cost five 
million dollars and could be financed by 
selling ten million coins at one dollar 
each. The plan was to offer cash to the 
government for the coins; it was felt that 
this would greatly enhance the chances 
of authorization being passed by the 
legislature. The government stood to 
gain a good deal from the seigniorage. 
With the assistance of Mr. M. B. 
Welborn, Governor of the Federal 
Reserve Bank, the Atlanta Federal 
Reserve would take the coins from the 
government as part of its reserve. 

Mrs. Samuel M. Inman brought the 
matter before the association and it was 
quickly approved. The bill was originally 
written for 10 million coins, but Hollis 
Randolph revised it to five million. Sup- 
port from President Calvin Coolidge 
was secured and the bill introduced by 
Senator Smoot and Representative Mc- 
Fadden. Assistant Director of the Mint 
Mary O'Reilly was opposed to centen- 
nial and memorial coins, but became 
enthusiastic when she learned the 
association was prepared to pay for the 
coins in advance. 

A grand plan was developed to market 
and distribute the coins through United 
States banks. The banks provided direct 
sales to individuals and also to 
organizations such as the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy for 


further marketing of the coins. Distribu- 
tion of the Stone Mountain coins was 
also to be made through at least one 
European bank and several banks in 
capitals of the Far East. The coins were to 
be released only after a very well 
organized sales campaign. Contem- 
porary publications described the carv- 
ing, Memorial Hall, and a refleaing 
pool all of which were to be built into 
the mountain. The Memorial Hall was 
intended to contain a duplicate of each 
states roster of Confederate Soldiers, a 
large central figure representing the 
women of the Confederacy, and the 
Children's Founders Roll. These last 
items were never produced. Today 
Memorial Hall stands a quarter mile 
from the mountain and the reflecting 
pool is scheduled to be completed in 
early 1978. 

The Stone Mountain half dollar 
designed by Gutzon Borglum has about 
as much detail on it as one can get onto a 
piece of metal its size. On the obverse 
are Stonewall Jackson to the left and 
Robert E. Lee to the right. Neither is 
named on the coin. Both are on 
horseback. Lee is mounted on his 
famous horse Traveler. Showered above 
them are thirteen stars, one for each of 
the Confederate States. Above all this 
are the words “In God We Trust." At the 
7 o'clock position is inscribed “Stone 
Mountain 1925." The “GB" initials of 
designer Borglum are at the right border 
near the horse's tail. 

On the reverse is an eagle perched on 
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a mountain peak; 34 stars representing 
the total number of states at the begin- 
ning of the Civil War are scattered on the 
field. The words ''United States of 
America'' and "Half Dollar" are located 
on the periphery. Below the word 
"States" is "E Pluribus Unum." 

At the left side is the inscription giving 
the theme of the coin "Memorial to the 
Valor of the Soldier of the South." For a 
while the coin's authorization bill was in 
doubt as there was considerable opposi- 
tion to coins commemorating the 
leaders of the Southern rebellion. To 
obtain Northern support for the 
authorization bill, the bill was altered to 
say that the coin was also in memory of 
President Warren G. Harding. In fact 
Borglum's first models read "Comme- 
morating the Valor of the Soldiers of the 
South, Stone Mountain, Georgia and in 
Memory of Warren G. Harding 1924." 
The subsequent Harding scandals led to 
a revised and final inscription when 
passage seemed certain. Although 
Jefferson Davis appears on the Stone 
Mountain carving, he Is not included on 
the coin. Jackson and Lee were 
respected as military leaders in the 
North, but as President of the Con- 
federate States of America, Jefferson 
Davis was considered as an unaccep- 
table subject to depict on a United States 
coin. A United States six cent stamp was 
Issued in 1970 to commemorate the 
completion of the Stone Mountain car- 
ving in its final form, showing once again 


that the coin and carving represent 
different versions of the same subject. 

The models of the half dollar were 
reduced by the Medalllc Art Company 
of New York. The plaster models dated 
1924, the galvanos dated 1924, and the 
hubs and master dies dated 1925 are all 
currently on display at the Money 
Museum of the Atlanta Federal Reserve 
Bank. Lead die trials were first struck on 
the anniversary of Robert E. Lee's birth- 
day, January 19, 1925. The first 1000 coins 
were struck at the Philadelphia mint on 
January 21, 1925, the 101st birthday of 
Stonewall Jackson. Even though the 
coins were not scheduled for release 
until July 3, some coins appeared as early 
as May. Of the five million coins 
originally authorized, 2,314,709 were 
struck, and of that number 1,000,000 
were melted, leaving an extant total of 
1,314,709. 

The Great Harvest Campaign 
and Coin Distribution 

A great distribution campaign ex- 
tending from Virginia to Texas was soon 
initiated. The governors of the states of 
Virginia, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, Kentucky 
and Tennessee served as campaign 
chairmen. (North Carolina participated 
in the program later.) Each governor 
assumed a sales quota based upon pop- 
ulation and bank deposits. The "Great 
Harvest Campaign" as It was called

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probably would have succeeded had it 
not been for Borglum's abandonment of 
the carving project in March of 1925. His 
subsequent arrest for violation of his 
contract and ultimate departure provid- 
ed bad publicity and put a heavy damper 
on the fund raising project. 

Many groups purchased the half 
dollars in large quantities. Among these 
were the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad^ 
Southern Department of Fireman's Fund 
Insurance Company, The Atlanta Coca- 
Cola Bottling Company and many 
banks. In the banks books of purchase 
receipts were used to promote sales and 
record them. The coins were distributed 
as late as the 1933 Chicago World's Fair 
because, unfortunately, the half dollars 
supply had been continually greater 
than the demand. 

Counterstamped Stone 

Mountain Half Dollars 

The Harvest Campaign administrators 
devised a plan to counterstamp some 
Stone Mountain Half Dollars with 
numbers and letters to produce unique 
pieces. Lettering styles indicate there 
was one basic source, probably the 
Stone Mountain Memorial Association, 
for nearly all the counterstamped coins. 
For example, all ''A's" are square 
topped; periods were rectangular; and 
all ''2's" are square based. 

The most common group are describ- 
ed as the ''state and number" coins. An 
abbreviation of the state name and a 
serial number have been added to the 
coin. There is some apparent continuity 
of the serial numbers within a given 
state, but some numbers appear more 
than once. Three of this variety of coin 
are known to have had certificates of 
ownership issued when they were sold. 
The counterstamped pieces were meant 
to be sold at public auction to raise 
additional funds above the normal profit 
level. A December 10, 1925 letter from J. 
Wilson Gibbs, Jr., executive secretary in 
charge of South Carolina auction coins, 
to Mrs. R. E. Shannon of Blackstock, 
South Carolina, gives some insight into 
the plan. Mr. Gibbs reported that in 
South Carolina the auction prices varied 
from $10 to $110 with an average price of

$23 realized. He recommended that a 
little speech be given prior to the coin 
being offered and thought that special 
mention might be made to the fact that a 
similar coin brought $1300 in Bradenton, 
Florida. This Blackstock coin is identified 
with the counterstamps ''S. C.'' and 

Certificates are also known for 'Texas 
242^' and "Texas 125.'^ "Texas 242'^ was 
originally sold to E. R. Strong on October 
1, 1926. The coin is currently in a promi- 
nent collection located outside of 
Georgia. A certificate for "Texas 125'" 
has been located by Adna Wilde In a 
Kingston, Texas, museum. The coin Is 
unfortunately "missing from inven- 
tory.'' These coins were apparently 
shipped In a holder patented by J. N. 
Spies, Mfg. of Watertown, New York 
from the Children's Founders Roll, 510 
Hurt Building, Atlanta. This holder 
appears to be the same one used for 
shipping the Founders Roll medals. One 
specimen of this type of state and 
number counterstamp type is known 
with the number "42" and no state 
name; it appeared in Florida a few years 
ago. 

Close examination of "Texas 182" and 
"Texas 242" yielded the letters "FLA." 
under the "EXA." This indicates that the 
demand In Florida was not as great as 
first intended and that the coins were 
stamped a second time to satisfy the 
demand in Texas. 


Another type of counterstamped coin 
differs from this first group in that the 
letters "S. L." also appear. These letters 
are hypothesised to stand for state 
legislature. It has been suggested that 
these coins were presented to promi- 
nent legislatures to promote the Harvest 
Campaign. A Florida piece is known 
stamped "G. L." which might be an error 
or stand for general legislature. Unfor- 
tunately none of these coins has been 
traced back to its original owner to 
prove the truth of this hypothesis. 

A third type of counterstamped coins 
are exemplified by some of the 
Tennessee coins. The letters "U.D.C." 
designating the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy and very high serial 
numbers are found. These higher serial 
numbers have been suggested to be a 
membership or chapter number of the 
U.D.C. 

The fourth and last group of 
counterstamped coins is the "N" series. 
Only three specimens are accounted for 
at this time. "N-2" and "N-3" are in one 
private collection together. "N-6" came 
from the estate of a Nashville bank 
employee in 1925. This series differs 
markedly from all the other coins. The 
letter styling Is distinctively different. 
The coins are much more deeply 
stamped. The letters are serifed and 
much heavier In style. 

A fortunate collector can sometimes 
acquire these counterstamped coins as 
mutilated coins. Unfortunately the 
pieces can be easily manufactured by 
anyone with a tool and die punch set. 
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One would be well advised to avoid 
purchasing a counterstamp coin unless 
one knows the source as far back as the 
original purchases or the coin is accom- 


panied by an original certificate. Caveat 
Emptor definitely appears here!

167'' have also been reported. It is felt 
that they are of unofficial manufacture 
and their source and present locations 
are unknown. 

With several counterstamped coins 
recently coming on the market, there 
have been several articles written about 
them and collectors are hoping to 
''cherry pick" them. However, most of 
the counterstamped coins were 
purchased by non-collectors who were 
supporting a cause. To pay the premium 
of the auction price for the most part, 
they had to be the financially comfort- 


able citizens. At this time, 45-50 years 
after the sales campaign, many of these 
individuals have passed away and their 
estates are coming up for settlement. For 
those who were non-collectors, the 
coins probably rattled in a dresser 
drawer or served as a pocket piece as a 
memento of the past. So most of the 
counterstamped coins are not uncir- 
culated or any grade even approaching 
that. For the next decade or so 
specimens will probably continue to 
appear with some regularity, then slowly 
dry up in supply as estates are dispersed.

Thanks to the hard work of the local committee, visitors to Atlanta learned 
the true meaning of southern hospitality and came to realize why Atlanta has 
become the spotlight of a revitilized, ever growing New South. And it was in 
this progressive atmosphere that numismatists from all over the country 
gathered to share their interest and concern in seeing the science and hobby 
of numismatics continue to grow and prosper, and in seeing the ANA 
continue to grow in its efforts to serve the numismatists of this country. 

This then is the story of 
Atlanta, 1977 . . .

Press Conference with 
Treasury and Mint Officials 

Following convention opening 
ceremonies Undersecretary of the 
Treasury Bette Anderson and Acting 
Director of the Mint Frank Ft. Mac- 
Donald favored the convention by 
holding a news conference in which a 
number of important subjects were dis- 
cussed which are of interest to all 
numismatists. The fourth highest 
treasury official revealed that the name 
of a new Director of the Mint would be 
announced soon. A nomination had 
been submitted to the President, she 
said, and an actual announcement Is 
pending on his part. 

Anderson and MacDonald were ac- 
companied by Duane Kline, curator of 
the Atlanta Federal Reserve Museum, 
former Mint Directors Eva Adams and 
Mary Brooks, and Mint officials Dr. Alan 
Goldman and James F. Parker. Ms. 
Anderson was the guest at a luncheon 
hosted by Lester Davis, convention 
general chairman, and his wife at 
Peachtree Plaza. 

Another major topic of discussion at 
the pre-luncheon press conference was 
the future of the U.S. cent. Acting Mint 


Bette Anderson, Undersecretary of the 
Treasury, and Frank MacDonald, acting 
Director of the U.S. Mint in Philadelphia, field 
questions at a news conference on Tuesday 
morning following participation in the open- 
ing ceremonies of ANA's 86th Anniversary 
convention. 

Director Frank MacDonald revealed 
that the news of a new ''shrunken'' 
Canadian cent to be released in 1978, 
reached him as "quite a surprise." He 
indicated that he was disappointed with 
the move since the U.S. Mint and Cana- 
dian Mint officials have a history of past 
cooperation. MacDonald doubted that 
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the Canadian decision would have any 
influence on the future of the U.S. cent, 
as any decision still remains in the hands 
of the consumer and the Congress. 

MacDonald said action was already 
being taken on Treasury Secretary W. 
Michael Blumenthars proposal to get 
consumer ^'feedback'' on a proposal to 
eliminate the cent from the nation^s 
coinage system. Information is still being 
received and has not yet been 
evaluated. 

Other subjects discussed were: 

• Construction of a new mint at a 
premium of $70 million, if the cent is not 
eliminated within the next five years. 

• Anderson was critical of the marketing 
job of the $2 bill thus far. Treasury officials 
are in the process of gaining support of the 
major retailers throughout the country to 
stimulate its circulation in the near future. 

• The future appointments of new 
Superintendents at the Mints in 
Philadelphia and Denver are moving 
forward, but the timing of the ap- 
pointments are not known. 

With the announcement of the 
President's choice for a new Director of the 
Mint weeks away, Bette Anderson in- 
dicated that one of the first considerations 
of the new director will be to give attention 
to the future of the Annual U.S. Assay 
Commission. She did say that the matter 
was being looked at closely by government. 

Election 

Virgil Hancock recorded an 
overwhelming vote of confidence in the 
election of officers to serve the ANA for 
the next two years. Named on 8,909 
ballots, the retiring ANA president 
received over 2,000 more votes than his 
nearest rival. Other successful can- 
didates and the number of votes they 
received were: John jay Pittman (6,901), 
Adna Wilde, Jr. (6,382), Kenneth L 
Hallenbeck, Jr. (6,136), Florence M. 
Schook (5,393), F. Morton Reed (4,992) 
and Kurt R. Krueger (4,664).

Awards 

Top Zerbe Honor to Krause 
Chester L. Krause, president of Krause 
Publications, lola, Wis., was named to 
receive the Farran Zerbe Memorial 
Award, the ANA's top honor. Presenta- 
tion of the award took place at the 
Saturday evening banquet weeks prior 
to the 25th anniversary of Numismatic 
News, Krause's first publishing effort 
after leaving his former profession as 
carpenter and mason. 

As his citation was read, more and 
more of the banquet attendance gleam- 
ed with approval as they recognized the 
personalized milestones of Krause's life 
which pointed in his direction: 

''Twenty-five years ago, you started a 
project that was to become a driving force 
in the hobby. That project brought educa- 
tion, sociability, news of the hobby and 
goals to the collector. 

"Through the years, with additional 
ideas and advance proposals, the company 
you founded has become known 
worldwide and has revolutionized col- 
lecting habits. 

"You have promoted the association 
individually also, making personal trips to 
our nation's Capital to bring hobby news to 
the attention of the government. Your 


integrity and tact has enabled you to 
correct your friends, maintain goodwill, 
and point out the road that should be 
taken. 

"You have enlisted the finest workers 
available and given them direction and a 
free hand to develop a large industry in 
what was once a small farm community, 
and given to your small town the title 'Coin 
Collector's Capital.' 

"Not content to educate and inform, you 
perceived the need for recognition of 
valued and little-known workers in the 
hobby and instituted an award to honor 
these people. Then years ago in Miami you 
were awarded the ANA Medal of Merit for 
previous outstanding service. Now we are 
proud to recognize your total 
accomplishments, dedication and strong 
support of the ANA by presenting to you, 
ANA Life Member 318, the highest award 
of the ANA, the Farran Zerbe Award. 
Krause was a coin collector during his 
boyhood in lola, Wis., a small farm 
community. His hobby and other pur- 
suits were Interrupted by his graduation 
from high school in 1941 and his induc- 
tion Into the Army at the outbreak of 
World War II. In post-war years he 
resumed his hobby and established 
himself as a builder, erecting twenty-five 
homes and two churches between 1946 
and 1957. 
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However, in 1952 he introduced a 
^ monthly publication entitled 

Numismatic News, geared mainly 
toward offering hobbyists classified 
. advertising. His publishing efforts grew 

and the publication expanded to a 
biweekly offering. When the hobby 
boomed in 1965, Krause Publications 
i ventured into related fields and now is 

^ involved in catalog publications. As 

recently as 1975 a new $800,000 plant was 
I completed to house his entire 

f operations and a staff of 80. It is only 

fitting that his hometown has been 
^ established as the ''Coin Collector's 

Capital of America." 

Coo/e, Medlar Presented 
Medals of Merit 

Reverend Arthur Bradden Coole, a 
retired missionary of Denver, Colo, and 
' a specialist in Chinese numismatics, 

along with Robert E. Medlar, a San 
Antonio, Texas dealer, were honored 
^ for their achievements by becoming the 

1977 recipients of the ANA's Medal of 
Merit. 

The Rev. Coole, it is believed, is the 
first minister to be so honored by the 
ANA since the Medal of Merit awards 
were initiated in 1947. Accompanying 
his award, which was presented during a 
pre-convention board meeting as he 
was unable to attend the official 
» ceremonies on Saturday afternoon, was 

a citation which read as follows: 

''Almost your first half century was spent 
^ in China, first as the son of a missionary and 

later as a missionary yourself. It was during 
this time that you acquired an interest in 
Chinese coins, an interest developed and 
► shared with your father. You formed one of 

the most outstanding collections— one 
that you found necessary to sell after your 
retirement, to finance your Encyclopedia 
of Chinese Coins. 

“You unselfishly disposed of your collec- 
tion in order to share with fellow collectors 
your great knowledge about this very 
specialized field. You spent more than a 
decade compiling six major references, 
largely covering the coinage of the Chou 
. dynasty (circa 1122-256 B.C.) You 

generously saw that copies of these works 
were made available to the ANA reference 
library.

numismatics, however, has been in com- 
piling a numismatic library on the coins of 
China that cannot be duplicated and is 
probably the best in the world on Chinese 
history and coinage. Some of the books are 
in the classical language which almost no 
one in the Western hemisphere can 
translate today. 

''You have spent your entire adult life 
compiling this very valuable library. This 
dedication alone merits far greater 
recognition in the hobby than the Medal of 
Merit we have the honor and pleasure to 
present to you today." 

Robert E. Medlar, who was strangely 
coaxed from his table on the bourse 
floor to attend the ANA awards meeting, 
was surprised when the following cita- 
tion was read by outgoing ANA presi- 
dent Virgil Hancock. 
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''Over the years, you have earned the 
reputation of being one of the finest 
dealers in the country by your dealing and 
your help to new collectors. 

"Not content to be 'just a dealer, you 
shared your knowledge of the hobby by 
authoring educational works, noteworthy 
among them Texas Obsolete Notes and 
Scrip, in 1968. Another was the article, 
'Banco de Commercia and Agricultura, The 
First Texas Bank,' in the July, 1965 issue of 
The Numismatist 

"In addition, you have served the hobby 
as a working member, serving as a board 
member and president of the Society of 
Paper Money Collectors and also con- 
tributing to the success of the ANA Cer- 
tification Service. 

"Since joining the ANA in 1953 as 
member 29794, and later becoming Life 
Member 839 in December 1971, you have 
truly been an asset and a friend to 
numismatics and to the association. 

"It is a distinct honor and pleasure to 
present to you the association's Medal of 
Merit. 

A highly regarded specialist in Texas 
paper money.

Educational Forum 

Thursday evening featured the annual 
educational forum; arranged and con- 
ceived by moderator Harold Don Allen 
of Truro, Nova Scotia, this year's theme 
concentrated on the numismatics of 
Georgia. 

Robert W. Comely of Atlanta was the 
evening's first speaker. A professional 
numismatist and author of the Standard 
Checklist of Obsolete Georgia Currency 
published in 1962, Comely spoke on 
“Paper Money in Georgia, 1733-1977." 
The history of the creation and use of 
paper money in colonial Georgia was 
sketched upto and including present 
day issues. 

Dr. Radford Stearns followed with a 
commentary on the somewhat 
mysterious countermarked specimens 
of the 1925 Stone Mountain U.S. com- 
memorative half dollars. His presenta- 
tion practically verbatim Is presented as 
a feature article in this issue. 

Templeton Reid, His Life and 
Coinage, was the topic for the final 
speaker. Dr. Dexter Seymour, a New 
Jersey chemist. Seymour has spent near- 
ly two decades In studying the life of the 
once-unknown Reid, whose “Georgia 
Gold" pieces, struck in a local gold rush, 
were the first privately struck gold coins 
in the U.S. 


Board Meetings 
Summary Report 

As has been the custom in recent 
years, the board of governors began its 
meeting a couple of days prior to the 
opening of the convention so that the 
officers would be free to take part later 
in the various official activities. At 9 a.m. 
on Saturday, August 20, president Virgil 
Hancock called the first session to order 
with the following present: vice presi- 
dent Grover C. Criswell, governors 
Kenneth L. Hallenbeck, jr., Byron F. 
Johnson, Eldridge G. Jones, John Jay 
Pittman, F. Morton Reed, Glenn B. 
Smedley and Adna G. Wilde, Jr., ex- 
ecutive vice president Edward C. 
Rochette, legal counsel Richard B. 
Dusterberg, treasurer William C. 
Henderson and bookkeeper Ruthann 
Brettell. Present during parts of the 
session was assistant to the executive 
vice president Arthur M. Fitts ill. 
Representatives of the numismatic press 
in attendance, some during part time 
only, were David Ganz, Carling 
Gresham, Chester Krause and Mrs. 
Margo Russell. 

This being an election year, there 
were meetings of two boards during the 
convention. The above list of board 
members and other attendants refers to 
the sessions of the “old" board, its 
meetings being closed except for 
members of the press and persons In- 
vited to present specific matters. 

The “new" board started its meeting 
at 10:30 a.m. Sunday, August 28, with the 
following members in attendance: 
president Grover C. Criswell, vice presi- 
dent Geofge D. Hatie, and governors 
Kenneth L. Hallenbeck, Jr., Virgil Han- 
cock, Kurt R. Krueger, John Jay Pittman, 
F. Morton Reed, Florence Schook, and 
Adna G. Wilde, Jr. This was an open 
meeting and a number of persons were 
present Without any attendance record 
having been made. 

The minutes of these meetings do not 
record names of those casting votes and 
hence this summary does not indicate 
how board members voted. Actions 
taken by the new board are so 
designated, all others being by the old 
board. 
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Bourse activity was hectic the entire week. 


Convention Matters 

Of most immediate concern to 
members is the unanimous approval 
given to a motion (made by Pittman, 
seconded by Criswell) that a mid-year 
convention be held in Colorado Springs 
in 1978. Subsequently, arrangements 
were made to hold this first mid-year 
convention at the Broadmoor Hotel on 
February 16-18, with special activities 
scheduled for the 15th and 19th in the 
area. Further details are given elsewhere 
in this issue. 

Based on an outline presented by 
executive vice president Rochette, a 
motion (Pittman, Johnson) was passed 
that the 1978 annual convention be 
programmed on a sectional day basis, 
such as the following: prior to 1 :00 p.m., 
educational functions only, including 
business meetings of specialized 
organizations; 1:00 p.m. to 7:00 p.m., 
the ANA bourse activity only; after 7:00 
p.m., social functions, including the 
ANA educational forum and auction 
sessions. It was stipulated that this is to 
be a one-year trial. 

A motion by Hallenbeck and Reed 
unanimously approved advancing dates 
of conventions to be scheduled In the 
future to the last week in July or one of 
the first two weeks in August. It also 
approved making an attempt to advance 
those already scheduled to whatever 
extent is possible. Prior to the close of 
the Atlanta convention it was deter- 


mined that the Houston convention can 
be advanced one day, making the dates 
August 21 (Monday) through 26 (Satur- 
day). 

Exhibit rules for the Houston conven- 
tion were approved with one change 
from those in use this year, to the effect 
that an exhibit that has won a first place 
award shall not be eligible to win first 
place again in the category. 

Further relating to the Houston con- 
vention, approval was given by the new 
board to limiting the number of lots in 
the auction to 3,000 and setting the fee 
for it at $50,000. 

Several names having been presented 
for general chairman of the 1979 con- 
vention in St. Louis, the new board made 
the selection by secret ballot. Mrs. Ber- 
nice F. Stevenson, who was the assistant 
general chairman of the 1970 St. Louis 
convention, was elected. 

Budgets and Finance 

After considering the items making up 
the proposed 1977-78 budget for ANA 
operation, it was moved by Pittman and 
Smedley to recommend its adoption by 
the new board. With total income and 
expenses estimated at $645,700 each, the 
new board adopted the budget un- 
animously on a motion by Pittman and 
Wilde. The budget for ANACS was 
adopted, with estimated Income of 
$108,800 and expenses of $109,800, on a 
motion by Pittman and Hancock. 

Under new board business, un- 
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animous approval was given to having 
prepared and executed the necessary 
legal documents to insure that the 
association's several trust funds be 
restricted to their specific intended uses. 

New Insurance 

A new hospitalization insurance plan 
proposed by Albert H. Wohlers, the 
ANA insurance administrator, was ap- 
proved without opposition on a motion 
by Hallenbeck and Johnson. This policy 
is designed to cover major hospital costs 
that are in excess of those paid under 
usual policies. Details will be announced 
by Wohlers to all members soon. 

Incidentally, this should not be con- 
fused with the announcement on page 
2030 of the October issue that is for a 
policy covering specified and selected 
costs for up to 365 days in a hospital. 

Complaints 

A quite Involved complaint, that had 
been discussed and conditionally settled 
at the March 1-2, 1977, board meeting, 
was brought up so that the principals. 
Bill Mertes, LM-136, and Arthur J. Smith, 
LM-1480, could appear in person and 
attempt a settlement. After considerable 
discussion, an agreement was reached 
and the board rescinded its action of 
March 1-2. 

Details of other complaints were 
heard and acted upon as follows: James 
William Jones, R-73418, was suspended 
from membership pending fulfillment 
of a financial obligation to a complain- 
ant. 

Robert Rozzo, R-47483, was expelled 
for failure to pay for advertising in The 
Numismatist and for failure to reply to 
related official correspondence. 

Charles Smith, LM-1974, was suspend- 
ed on the basis of several complaints of 
failure to pay for materials received and 
to make deliveries of items for which he 
had accepted payments. 

Doris Strong, R-92308, was expelled 
for tendering two worthless checks to 
ANA toward a life membership and one 
in payment for medals ordered. 

Derrell Johnson, R-67577, was ex- 
pelled for failure to respond to official 
correspondence and on evidence of 
involvement or complicity in the opera-

tion of Riverside Coin Company, 
although the extent of such activity has 
not been determined. 

Several other complaints were con- 
sidered without Immediate and definite 
action being taken. Some of these will 
be watched for further developments 
and, if conditions warrant, will be con- 
sidered for action at future board 
meetings. 

William Krieg of the Franklin Mint 
presented a detailed defense of its use of 
the term ''mini-coin" in connection 
with certain small medals or medalets 
that it has issued. The ANA board had 
expressed its objection to the use of the 
word "coin" In any form in connection 
with medals. With reference to the 
board's previous action, as recorded on 
page 1388 of the July issue. It was voted 
to strike the words "to the novice collec- 
tor" from the May 13 resolution. 

ANACS and Grading Book 

The lack of discussion and action 
relative to the Certification Service at 
the board meetings is indicative of its 
current satisfactory operation. Two 
motions, both by Johnson and Jones, 
that were passed without opposition 
gave ANACS authority to 1) develop a 
photographic service for members 
within the limits of the existing per- 
sonnel and equipment, and 2) to certify 
continental, colonial, confederate, ob- 
solete and other paper money, except 
legal tender, that are within the 
capabilities of the staff and its con- 
sultants, subject to legal counsel's ap- 
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proval. The photographic service will 
provide prints of negatives on file or of 
those items submitted for certification. 

At the new board meeting a motion by 
Wilde and Hatie was passed unanimous- 
ly to continue the Grading Committee, 
of which Abe Kosoff was chairman. At 
the time this is being written it appears 
probable that the grading book will be 
ready for distribution early in 
December. 

Awards 

Early in the first meeting of the old 
board a motion (Criswell, Reed) passed 
unanimously that a Faye Rochette 
Memorial Fund be authorized, and that 
the income from the fund be used for 
issuing an annual "'Great Lady of the 
ANA Award."' ANA members and 
friends of the late Faye Rochette are 
invited to contribute to this fund to 
perpetuate the name of that vibrant 
personality. The fund has been set up 
and a number of contributions have 
been received, some during the Atlanta 
convention. 

Related to awards, the board specified 
that holdover candidates from the last 
election to the Numismatic Hall of Fame 
be included in the 1978 election. These 
names and other Information on the 
subject were published on page 2041 of 
the October issue. In the third 
line under "Holdover Candidates” 
in that notice, the date "1976” should 
be "1978.” 



Miscellaneous 

At the Olde Time Towne Meeting 
Wednesday morning, with members of 
the board present but not in session, 
Jake Sureck moved and Arthur Sipe 
seconded the acceptance of the 
auditor's report as published. Those 
present voted without recorded opposi- 
tion in favor of the motion. There Is no 
record of board action on the matter. 

At the Sunday morning open meeting 
of the new board, Ray Byrne, chairman 
of the convention Resolutions Com- 
mittee, read the 20 resolutions drawn up 
by his committee and they were ap- 
proved in their entirety by those pre- 
sent. However, it is contended that the 
board itself did not act upon the 
resolutions. See page 2032 of the Oc- 
tober issue and the president's page In 
this issue for further details. 

On a motion by Reed and Schook, the 
chairman of the Bylaws Committee was 
directed to make necessary changes in 
the bylaws so that years of junior 
Membership shall be counted in deter- 
mining eligibility to hold office as stated 
In Article VI, Section 1. 

Pittman and Hallenbeck presented a 
motion directing that a study be made 
and the results presented to the board at 
its February 1978 meeting on the cost of 
Including club news and young 
numismatists news in The Numismatist. 

Discussions were held and, in some 
cases, actions were taken on matters not 
reported here because they would not 
seem to be of interest to the general 
membership. With representatives of 
the numismatic press and, under the 
new administration, meetings open to 
the membership, it would be unlikely 
that significant matters could be "swept 
under the rug” merely by omittingthem 
from this summary report. 

Olde Time Towne Meeting 

When the "Olde Time Towne 
Meeting” convened on Wednesday 
morning, August 24, a capacity crowd 
was present. Selected reports by ANA

officers and convention officials were 
presented, all of which were, along with 
others, published in the October issue 
of The Numismatist. Any questions 
and/or commentaries were invited from 
the floor, for which two microphones, 
wielded by ANA sergeant-at arms John 
Gabarron and veteran convention 
volunteer Paul Whitnah, were provided. 

Faye Rochette Memorial: William C. 
Henderson, ANA treasurer, introduced 
a proposal for a new award to be called 
the "'Grand Lady of the ANA,” in 
memory of the late Faye Rochette, wife 
of ANA executive vice president Edward 
C. Rochette. Henderson related to the 
gathering Faye's losing battle with 
cancer and how the award would 
perpetuate her memory through 
recognition of the many hard working 
women of the ANA. 

Financed by donations from in- 
terested members, the "Grand Lady" 
award would include a suitable plaque 
or specially designed award provided by 
the income from the deposited funds 
financing the administration of the 
award. Geneva Karlson is credited with 
the idea for this award. 

The members placed the proposal in a 
motion and it was unanimously ap- 
proved for the establishment of such an 
award. Henderson urged members to 
submit donations to the American 
Numismatic Association, P.O. Box 2366, 
Colorado Springs, CO 80901. 


With a limit of one minute per partici- 
pant imposed by president Hancock, 
some of the questions asked and fielded 
are as follows: 

Q. What is the current status of the 
dealer-table controversy? 

A. Since this matter is now in the courts, 
no public discussion of it was ap- 
propriate at the time. 

Q. Clarify President Hancock's proposed 
new “dealer member" category for 
ANA membership. 

A. The president described the idea as a 
three-year renewable category for 
professional numismatists or firms, 
with review before renewal at the end 
of the three-year interval. 

Q. Explain the rising hotel rates for the 
upcoming Houston, Texas ANA con- 
vention. 

A. The president pointed out that the 
association tries to keep costs within 
reason but the ANA cannot guarantee 
against increased hotel rates, par- 
ticularly if the facility's management 
changes. 

Q. How can a member with the fear of 
flying attend the scheduled Hawaii 
ANA convention? 

A. Sea accommodations are available the 
year-round to our sister state in the 
Pacific. 

Q. Can exhibit categories be expanded? 

A. Each existing exhibit category was 
financed by a $1,000 donation to ANA. 
Any member or group interested in 
such a donation is welcome to apply to 
the board. 
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Q. What is the specific information on the 
ANA election; specifically how many 
ballots were cast? 

A. Executive vice president Edward 
Rochette related from the 
professional computer firm which 
conducted the election under the 
tightest security procedures the 
following statistics: 31 ,699 ballots were 
mailed to members; 87 were returned 
as non-deliverable by the U.S. postal 
service; 13,628 ballots were returned 
for tabulation. Within the total return- 
ed were: 155 ballots postmarked after 
the official deadline; 105 invalidated 
for improper envelope, deceased 
members or other reasons prescribed 
by the bylaws. In all 260 were voided, 
representing 1.9 percent of those 
voting. The final statistics indicate that 
42.2 percent of the ANA membership 
participated in the election. 

Besides questions and answers many 
items of interest were made known to 
the membership, some of which were as 
follows: 

• James Charlton, president of the Cana- 
dian Numismatic Association, advocated 
election of ANA officers on a regional basis, 
as is the case with the Canadian group. 

• Glenn Smedley reported that the ap- 
praisal of the ANA library had been com- 
pleted after more than a week's effort by 
noted numismatic book dealers Frank and 
Laurese Katen of Silver Spring, Md. The 
library was found to contain 11,279 titles, 
with 7,277 duplicate titles, valued at $200,- 
185. The audience was highly appreciative 
when learning that the Katens had donated 
their time and talents for the massive 
appraisal.

It was also pointed out that the new huge 
library catalog will contain nearly 800 pages 
and will soon be offered to members at a 
nominal cost. In addition the various titles 
in the ANA's slide series are now ad- 
ministered as a library function. 

• Governor Kenneth Hallenbeck reported 
that the Intermediate Numismatic Cor- 
respondence Course still is not available 
due to the lack of volunteer help in various 
areas. 

• A suggestion of an ANA membership 
directory ot roster to be published brought 
many comments, most negative. Many 
objections were based on security needs of 
the collector, as members reported similar 
stories where captured thieves had pages 
of the ANA membership roster, last 
published in 1964, in their possession upon 
arrest. 

The meeting concluded with a 
cooperative feeling being felt among 
most all who attended. 

Tours 

City of Atlanta 

Tours began on Tuesday with a visit to 
Atlanta's landmarks with emphasis on 
the visit to Cyclorama where the famed 
Battle of Atlanta painting is housed. 
Participants in this venture saw the 
downtown area, the Georgia capitol, 
Georgia State University, the Martin 
Luther King memorial, the Memorial 
Arts Center, residential areas, the Coca 
Cola Company, and the Georgia In- 
stitute of Technology. 

Stone Mountain 

Probably one of the two most popular 
tours was the trek to Stone Mountain, 
the largest exposed granite rock in ex- 
istence which sports on its side a 
magnificent cerving of Confederate 
president Jefferson Davis and Generals 
Robert E. Lee and Stonewall Jackson. 
The visitors' attraction features two 
choices for boat rides, a skylift ride, and 
an antebellum plantation. Many 
visitors said even after they had seen the 
monumental sculpture, '"It's really dif- 
ficult to comprehend and equate its 
size," but a number of conventioneers 
were allowed a longer than usual period 
to contemplate the mountain's dimen- 
sions ...

plex, the Mullet Bay Beach Hotel com- 
plex consisted of a myriad of buildings 
with six to eight living quarter units to a 
building.

The ANA unveiled the full-scale work- 
ing model of a sixteenth century coin 
stamper in Its museum on Saturday, 
October 1. Invited to share the honors of 
the actual unveiling at 3:30 p.m. were 
President David Kllmartin of the Roger 
Williams Mint, maker and donor of the 
coin stamper, and ANA president 
Grover C. Criswell. This historic working 
model is one of several important pieces 
of equipment that augment the dis- 
plays of coins and medals, all open to 
collectors and the general public. 

Few people would disagree with the 
statement that Leonardo da Vinci was 
one of the most talented and versatile 
men of all time. On the other hand, few 
could say in what way this great master 
artist of the mid-Renaissance touched 
on the process of making coins and, 
consequently, upon the hobby of 
numismatics today. 

More widely known as a painter, da 
Vinci's creative mind turned to scientific 
and mechanical matter as well. He saw 
the crude and laborious way in which 
coins and medals were struck, one by 
one manually — hammered, in the 
vernacular of numismatists. So he set out 
to produce a mechanical device for 
striking coins, and the detailed drawings 
for his coin stamper are among the 
multitude of drawings, designs and 
notations that he passed on to those who 
would one day put into practice his 
innovative ideas. 

This working model of the da Vinci

coin stamper, based on actual da Vinci 
drawings and notations, is nearly ten 
feet tall with a 39" by 52" base. It was 
formally presented to the association by 
the Roger Williams Mint of Providence, 
Rhode Island, at the recent ANA annual 
convention in Atlanta, Georgia. A plaque 
attached to the base of the stamper 
reads as follows: LEONARDO DA 
VINCI/COIN STAMPER/PRESENTED 
TO / AMERICAN NUMISMATIC 
ASSOCIATION/BY/ROGER WILLIAMS 
MINT/PROVIDENCE, R.I./IN MEMORY 
OF / JOHN D. KILMARTIN / 1895- 
1972 /MINT FOUNDER. 

In the near future the coin stamper 
will be complemented with a Morgan & 
Orr 1873 coining press formerly used In 
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the United States Mint at San Francisco. 
Thus the museum is becoming a source 
for collectors and students to gain an 
understanding of the development of 
coins and medals as well as their produc- 
tion. 

As a memento to the unveiling of the 
coin stamper, the association com- 
missioned the Roger Williams Mint to 
create a suitable medal. Struck in both 
antique bronze and .999 fine silver, the 
39 mm piece has a portrait of the great 
genius beside a likeness of his coin 
stamper on one side, with the legend 
LEONARDO DA VINCI COIN STAMPER 


above. On the other side is a frontal view 
of the ANA headquarters building with 
Pikes Peak prominent in the 
background. AMERICAN NU- 
MISMATIC ASSOCIATION is above 
and, in the exergue, GALLERY 
DEDICATION / OCTOBER 1, 1977 / 
COLORADO SPRINGS / COLORADO 
U.S.A. The medals are available at the 
headquarters reception desk or by 
mail, postpaid, at $4.50 in bronze and 
$15 in fine silver.

Israel National Anthem Centennial 
Hatikvah Commemorated by Twin Projects 



One hundred years ago, Naphtali Herz Imber, a Galician poet, wrote the words of what was to 
become the national anthem of the Jewish people in exile and, later, of the State of Israel — 
Hatikvah. To commemorate the anniversary. The Judaic Heritage Society commissioned twin 
projects, an eight inch commemorative plate and a IV 2 inch commemorative medal, both 
designed by Oscar Harris and sculpted by Carter Jones. 

The plate portrays David's Tower in the Old City of Jerusalem, with the words of Hatikvah in 
English set against a background of the Jerusalem sky. The reverse of the plate is stamped with a 
replica of the original poem in Hebrew, written in the poet's own hand. The plate will be issued in 
pure copper, in gold-plated copper and in sterling silver. 

The medal shows a portrait of the poet, Naphtali Herz Imber, together with a facsimile of his 
hand-written poem. The medal, although a part of the continuing Medallic History of the Jewish 
People In Our Time, will also be offered to the general public. It will be struck in bronze, sterling 
silver and In 14 karat gold. 

The 8 inch Hatikvah commemorative plate will be issued in the following limited editions: 5000 
in pure copper at $55 each; 1000 in gold-plated copper at $75 each; 500 in sterling silver at $180 
each. Each plate will be numbered on the reverse and will be presented in an embossed 
leatherette gift box. The IV '2 inch Hatikvah commemorative medal will be issued in an edition of 
10,000 bronze medals at $12 each; 5000 In fine silver at $29 each; 120 in 14 karat gold at $480 
each. Each medal is numbered and presented with an attractive lucite easel stand.

1896 Olympic Games Medal 



If one is to judge by the prolific output of Official Commemorative Medals of the 
most recent Olympic Games, there must be a tremendous international fascination 
with these quadrennial souvenirs. This is not a recent phenomenon. The pictured 
50mm bronze medal is the medallic souvenir of the first modern Olympiad held in 
Athens in 1896. It was produced by the Viennese die-sinking establishment of 
Wilhelm Pittner. There were 25,000 of these medals struck by the firm in twenty-one 
days. Specimens were given to all contestants and the remainder was sold to the 
public as a souvenir. 


Brown Sends Greetings 


Students of numismatic history usually 
associate the name of Henry G. (Doc) 
Brown with the 1804 dollar. He purchas- 
ed this King of American rarities from 
the j.V. Dexter Estate in 1902 for $2,000. A 
short two years later his collection was 
sold by Lyman Low and his specimen of 
the 1804 dollar was purchased by 
William F. Dunham. 

However, Doc Brown left us with 
something more tangible than his name 
on a pedigree. This finely engraved 
Mexican 8 real piece, ''COMPL'TS OF 
THE OWL/SPOKANE," is a personal 
souvenir of this early ANA member 
(#179) that still lives. 
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Doc Brown's business. The Owl, was a 
bar, cafe and club in Spokane, 
Washington at the turn of the century. 
The April, 1900 issue of The Numismatist 
has this comment, ''Brother Brown of 


Spokane His Easter Souvenir and 

greetings places him in a position to be 
remembered by us." Seventy-seven 
years later, we are still remembering 
Doc Brown, and The Owl. — HJ.L 


Shoe Rental Token 

Collectors of unusual "good for" 
tokens should find the illustrated 
specimen of special interest. Although 
shoe shine tokens are not uncommon, 
this is the only shoe rental token I can 
recall seeing. What a shame that the 
issuer didn't see fit to include the name 
and location of his business on the 
token. 

I can't imagine how this token was 
used; perhaps it was issued by a bowling 
alley operator as a check for rented 
bowling shoes. The token is brass, 
22mm, with the reverse the same as the 
obverse. Perhaps a reader can help by 
identifying the location. It appears to be 



a fairly modern issue, and possibly is still 
being used. — D.E.S. 


Latest ABCS Issue Features Lafayette 



The Lafayette Joins the American Forces Bicentennial Commemorative Medal has recently 
been issued to members of The American Bicentennial Commemorative Society. The 
commemorative honors the renowned Frenchmen who entered into the service of the 
American Forces in 1777. The medal is the 30th commemorative issued by the Society. 

Sculptured by Bruno Mankowski, the obverse portrays a portrait of Lafayette, while the 
reverse shows an American shield upon a sword and a torch, along with the legend : ''LAFAYETTE 
JOINS THE AMERICAN FORCES BICENTENNIAL". 

The Society will issue one new commemorative medal each month throughout the 
Bicentennial era. The medals are minted by Medallic Art Company — America's foremost 
medallist since 1900. One proof of each commemorative will be minted in silver or bronze 
exclusively for each member of the Society. The issue price of each solid sterling silver proof Is 
$15, while the solid bronze proofs are priced at $9 each. A total of 76 medals will be issued in all.

Cowrie shells were probably the world's first money, dating back before the 
Christian era. They are mentioned in the oldest books of China and can lay claim to 
being the world's most universal medium of exchange. These shells “travelled" over 
all of the bid World and into the new, and their popularity thrived despite the 
introduction and availability of metallic coinages. 

Cowrie comes from the word “kauri" of the Hindu and Urdu languages and the 
shells are found most profusely In the Maidive Islands in the Indian Ocean as well as in 
Zanzibar and Madagascar. In 1856 the French and German trading companies 
imported 2,500 tons from Zanzibar. In the Maldives 400,000 shells sold for 1 gold dinar. 

Their appeal lies in the fact that they were valued not only for their use as money, 
but also as decorations or ornaments on clothing, implements and weapons. In 
addition, they were said to have magical powers in conferring fertility. Easy to count, 
handy to carry, durable, difficult to counterfeit, and constant in size were ail factors 
which made them ideal as a medium of exchange. 

Values fluctuated greatly according to their availability and desirability in specific 
areas. Ten cowries might buy a lump of tobacco, sixty cowries an iron hoe or fifty 
cowries one “height" of cloth.

Hawaiian and Cincinnati Commemorative Half Checkpoints 

Though counterfeits of both the Hawaiian and Cincinnati commemorative half 
dollars have been known for a number of years, the recent Influx of counterfeits 
submitted to ANACS prompts us to print some of the more obvious characteristics of 
the two coins. We hope that collectors will be able to spot these checkpoints and 
refuse to buy them. 



• HAWAII Obverse: There is an ir- 
regular depression just to the right of 
the upper portion of the last A in 
America. 

• HAWAII Reverse: There is a series of 
circular depressions in the field adjacent 
to the native's arms. 


• CINCINNATI Obverse: There are 
several depressions in the upper portion 
of the hair and at the upper left of 
Foster's ear. There is also a series of 
depressions on his chin. 

• CINCINNATI Reverse: At first 
glance, the reverse has a rather pleasing 
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appearance. However, when examining 
the lettering closely a great amount of 
die tooling and damage becomes ap- 
parent. The tooling and damage show 
up as raised lines and ''extra'' metal. 
There are also a few identifiable 
depressions, notably at the upper right 
of the first I in Cincinnati and on the 
lower right of the second N in that same 
word. 

Upon closer examination of both 
coins, we are certain that you will be 
able to pick out many more 
characteristics of these counterfeits. We 
would urge you to make note of 
anything out of the ordinary and com- 
pare those items with other specimens 
of the same coin. Bear in mind that 
depressions normally occur only as a 
result of circulation and when identical 
depressions are found on more than one 
coin, those coins should be viewed with 
suspicion. 





Expanded Photographic Service 


As a result of action taken bythe ANA Board of Governors during the recent Atlanta 
convention, ANACS can now provide an expanded photographic service. We will be 
able to furnish enlarged photographs of coins as well as detail prints of features such as 
dates or mintmarks photographed through our stereo microscopes. 


The cost of each single weight print Is 
$3 for an 8x10 inch photograph or $2.50 
for the 5x7 size. The print prices are 
based on our having a usable negative in 
our files. If we do not have a usable 
negative, or if a reader wishes to have 
photographs of a specific coin that has 
never been submitted to ANACS, there 
will be an additional charge of $2 per 


coin to provide the required negatives. 
We have deliberately held the cost of 
this service to a bare minimum so that 
even the collector on a very limited 
budget can afford to have his coins 
photographed. 

The photographs can be useful in a 
variety of ways: to enhance exhibits, for 
comparison with other coins, for iden- 
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tification in case of loss and for 
educational purposes; to name just a 
few. 

At the present time there are several 
limitations to this expanded 
photographic service. ANACS cannot 
provide coins to be photographed nor 
can we provide a locator service for 


coins. We are limited to black and white 
photography but intend to expand into 
color photographs and transparencies as 
our time, experience and budget per- 
mits.

Nixon Media Medal to be Struck 



A controversial national topic in recent years is to be the subject of a medal. This medal Is to 
symbolize the belief, held by a number of Americans, that the news presented by the national 
television reporters and commentators is highly biased and slanted. 

Medals as a symbol of protest reach back into time many hundreds of years. Since 1900, 
however, they have been little used in this country except by Tom Elder, who struck numerous 
pieces of this type dealing with the complex military and social problems of WWI; these are 
highly prized by present-day collectors. 

Former President Nixon is shown on the obverse of the medal to symbolize the extreme length 
— almost daily for the past five years — to which the networks will go in attacking someone they 
do not like. It would have been possible to choose a number of other persons, both Democrat 
and Republican, to show the extreme bias and slant present nearly all of the time. In this respect 
the medal Is nonpartisan. 

The two-faced head of Janus on the reverse of the medal shows the current attitude of the 
television news reporters. The left-hand face has a blindfold, infdicating that reporters frequently 
have a blind eye when it comes to Investigating the actions of the political left. A partial list of 
stories ignored or covered up by the TV media news surrounds the two-faced figure. 

Warner Williams, member of the National Sculpture Society, served as sculptor of the medal. 
The resident of Culver, Indiana, Is becoming increasingly well known In the field of fine art 
medals. Williams is also acclaimed for his many sculpted works throughout the Midwest. 

The idea for the medal was developed by R. W. Julian, who Is solely responsible for the designs 
and ideas presented. The after-tax profits will be donated to non-profit numismatic 
organizations. It must be emphasized that neither Mr. Nixon nor any specific group had any 
connection whatsoever with the design or issuance of the medal. 

High relief medals. In bronze, 2V2 inches in diameter, will be struck to advance orders only and 
the dies will be defaced after the striking. Orders will be accepted until November 30, 1977, and 
should be sent to Media Medal, Box 725, Logansport, IN 46947; the cancelled check will serve as a 
receipt. The cost is $9.95 per medal, postage and insurance included. Indiana residents must add 
40^ per medal for state sales tax. Orders from outside the U.S. will not be accepted. Deliveries will 
begin about January 15, 1978, and should be completed within 30 days.

All of you Young Numismatists have surely by now read the YNN column in the 
August Numismatist. In case you missed it, there were four and one-half pages 
devoted solely to YNs. This included the following three articles: an editorial in which 
five YNs spoke out, making suggestions to improve junior programs and activities; the 
complete history of the junior Numismatic Correspondance Club of America 
(JNCCA); and the Roman Coin Project column. 


Now wouldn't you like to see four 
pages devoted each month to YNs? 
Wouldn't It be nice to have something 
besides the RCP as a part of the YNN in 
each Issue of The Numismatist The RCP 
is fine so far as it goes, but junior 
aaivities well exceed this somewhat 
limited area. How can we get four pages 
every month? It Is up to you, the YNs of 
the ANA. What must you do? 

1. Write persons in authority asderiv- 
ed from the August YNN. Some are: Neil 
Harris, editor of The Numismatist; the 
president or vice president of the ANA; 
or a governor of your choice. 

2. Most important: Write something 
useful on numismatics for use in the 
expanded YNN column. 

This second requirement brings up 
some pertinent discussion. Probably the 
strongest suggestion made by the five 
YNs to improve the status of junior 
members was to delete the quarterly YN 
and Incorporate articles normally in the 
YN as a part of the monthly YNN column 
in The Numismatist. Much as I have 
always liked the idea of the YN 
publication, I must agree that, for one 
reason or another, it has never fulfilled 
its original purpose. Therefore I endorse 
their suggestion. 

However, I find another reason for 
backing this suggestion. Probably the 
hardest coin to earn in the Roman Coin 
Project is number 7, actually number 3 in 
the advanced portion of the RCP. The 
requirement to earn this coin Is to have 
published an article of at least 500 words 
in either the YN or The Numismatist. At 
present the irregular publication of the 
YN (only two or three times a year) 
definitely slows down this accomplish* 


ment. And with a junior publication 
presently available, acceptance of ar- 
ticles by juniors in The Numismatist has 
been, at best, only a rare occurance. But 
if space is provided In the YNN column 
on a monthly basis, both of these 
problems are conquered. If you agree 
with me, why don't you make your 
wishes known to The Numismatist.

An interesting addition to this 
edition over some earlier ones is a listing 
of some 1950 ''Broken, Closed and 
Worthless" banks.

Buy in haste . . . repent at leisure! 

This is the story of some fast footwork by a lad (whom I shall call ''Mr. X.'") with a U.S. 
Hawaiian commemorative 1928 half-dollar clutched in his larcenous hand early one 
morn at a coin show, who, as they say, "to protect the innocent" shall remain 
nameless. 

For those who don't collect "commems" the coin involved was one of 10,008 struck 
to commemorate the discovery of the Hawaiian Islands by the Britisher Captain James 
Cook, 150 years before. Cook named his discovery "The Sandwich Islands" in honor 
of John Montagu Sandwich, first lord of the British admiralty. As late as 1898 Rand- 
McNally still carried "Sandwich Islands" on their maps. Since, says "The Red Book," 
only 10,008 of these coins were minted, and if there are 100,000 serious collectors in 
the U.S., a little arithmetic shows that there's only one coin for every ten collectors, 
which brings to play the old supply-and-demand to run up the price. 

To get back to the story, a "Mr. X" approached the bourse table of Coin Dealer A. 
Mr. X tried to sell a Hawaiian commem to Dealer A. Alert Dealer A took time to 
examine the coin, found it to be counterfeit, so told Mr. X, and handed the coin back 
to him. 

Mr. X then moved on until he came to the table of Dealer B. Dealer B, In a hurry, 
failed to study the coin and bought it, paying for it with his check for $375. Next, Mr. X 
took Dealer B's check for $375 around to Dealer C, and asked, in effea, "Will you cash 
this check for me? Just give me $350 cash and you'll have the $25 difference for your 
trouble." Dealer C, always accommodating, bought the $375 check for $350 in folding 
money. 

And that's the last seen of Mr. X. 

Now, in the meantime. Dealer A had learned that Dealer B had bought the 
counterfeit coin, and Dealer A went over to Dealer B and told him to take a second 
look at the piece. Dealer B then realizing he'd been had. Of course, the U.S. Secret 
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Service entered the scene and gave Dealer B a “receipt for contraband." and that's the 
last seen of that Hawaiian commem. 

Question: Who loses. Dealer B, or Dealer C? 

Every coin show brings out a certain number of sharpies, crooked cdllectors. And, at 
a successful show, all the dealers are busy and can't keep a watch on the light-fingered 
gentry, nor do all dealers take time to scrutinize carefully the coins they're buying at a 
show. 

One deterrent which too few dealers use, is to demand to see the would-be seller’s 
Social Security card and his driver’s license. Of course those can be faked, too. But, if 
the dealer copies the name, address, and card serial numbers of both cards, he’ll 
usually save himself from being had . . . and, what’s more, he just may thus find a lead 
to solving some coin robbery. If the lad won’t or can’t show those cards, then just 
don’t buy! 

The new credit card gimmick ... 

Another way by which many dealers recently have been swindled goes like this. . . 

The dealer's 'phone rings. A voice on the other end of the line says, “I'm Mrs. So- 
and-so of such-and-such address. Do you still have that coin you advertised for $450?'' 
If the dealer still has the coin, the voice gives him a credit card number and the address 
to which to mail the coin, and hangs up. 

The dealer then 'phones the credit card company's headquarters, finds that card 
No. XXXXXXXX does have an adequate unused credit line, and the company blocks 
$450 on that numbered card for the dealer's account. The dealer, happy with such an 
easy sale, ships the coin to the given address. 

All goes well until at the end of the month the real Mrs. So-and-so gets her credit 
card statement, sees she's charged with a $450 purchase from the XYZ Coin Company . 
. . and she's not even a coin collector! 

No, her credit card has not been stolen, her card's right there in her hand. Of 
course, the real Mrs. So-and-so's address is in a different state than the address the 
voice give over the 'phone. And then the U.S. Postal Service or the Secret Service finds 
that the voice was from a now vacant apartment, or a mail drop. And the voice is long 
gone! 

After I checked with the head of security of one of the worldwide credit card 
companies, I find there is no way on earth to protect the coin dealer against such a 
'phoned credit card purchase, unless the dealer insists upon receiving a U.S. Money 
Order for the coin before he ships. Today's “secrecy laws" prevent any credit card 
company from divulging to the dealer the address of any credit card holder, the 
dealer's only proteaion is to tell the voice. “I'll hold the coin for you for 15 days, until I 
receive your U.S. Money Order for the $450." 

From the security official to whom I talked, some merchants normally feel they can 
stand a 10 per cent loss on credit card sales, and thus just add a bit to the price of their 
products. 

But, in this new racket, no cards have been stolen. Until, if ever, they catch the 
“voice," they'll never know if a credit card company employee did a little after-hours 
print-out, or If hotel and restaurant cashiers make a quiet little note of card numbers 
and names, and sell the list to a ring of thieves. 

Incidentally, the ordered coins usually are in the $400 bracket. The inspectors now 
have a list of over 20 cardholder names which have been used by the “voice." 

Come to think of it, being an honest, knowledgeable coin dealer . . . and a trusting 
soul . . . must not be the easiest way in the world to make a living!

CANADA — New One-Cent Coin Announced 

Yvon Gariepy, Master of the Royal Canadian Mint, 
announced in mid-August that commencing in January, 

1978 a new one cent coin will be minted. The new coin 
will be smaller in size, being reduced from the present 
19.05 millimeters to a diameter of 16 millimeters. 

The obverse bearing the design of Her Majesty Queen- 
Elizabeth II, created by Arnold Machin, will remain 
unchanged. The reverse of the coin will have a new 
design consisting of the digit surrounded by 12 
miniature maple leaves. The year and the words ''Canada'' and "cent" will also be 
engraved on the reverse. 

The decision to reduce the size of the coin was made for economic reasons as 
production costs including minting and the price of the metal exceeded the nominal 
value. To this effect. Part II of the Appendix to the Currency and Exchange Act has 
been amended by the Governor in Council to change the weight of the one cent coin 
from 3.24 grams (50 grains) to 1.8 grams (27.78 grains). 

. . . Foreign Governments Renew Contracts with Mint 

Gariepy also announced that El Salvador and Costa Rica have renewed contracts 
with the Mint for the production of circulating coins for their countries. Twenty 
million coins will be minted for El Salvador and 6 million for Costa Rica. The two 
contracts will have a combined value of $250,000. The Royal Canadian Mint has also 
been informed by New Zealand that the Mint's offer for the production of 210 million 
circulating coins has been accepted. The contract with New Zealand, to be negotiated 
shortly, will extend over three years and will be worth approximately $3.6 million. 


UNITED STATES — New York Assay Office Assayer Allan Ryan Dies 

Allan Stephen Ryan, Assayer of the New York Assay Office, New York City, died on 
Sunday, September 4, at Southhampton Hospital, Long Island, of heart trouble. Ryan 
was appointed Assayer on April 22, 1974, by President Richard Nixon. He was 65. 

Ryan joined the NYAO in July of 1940 and served as head of the Silver Department 
before his Presidential appointment as Assayer. Prior to his federal government 
service, he was assayer for six years for the firm of Kastenhuber and Lehrfeld, refiners 
and smelters of precious metals. 

As Assayer of the NYAO, Mr. Ryan was responsible for determining and certifying 
the fineness and proportions of gold and silver in bullion deposits, melting and 
refining division products, and fine gold and silver bars in the custody of the Assay 
Office. He supervised a staff which also performs special assays on material received 
from outside sources and determines the fineness of the platinum group metals held 
by the Assay Office. In addition to his responsibility as chief analytical chemist for the 
NYAO, he directed a quality assurance program on coins received and packaged for 
numismatic customers of the Mint — the Eisenhower dollar program. He also served 
as an ex-officio member of the Annual Assay Commission. 

He leaves two children: a daughter, Mary Ellen Ryan, and a son, Allan. Funeral 
services were conducted In Brooklyn, N.Y. 

. . . Six Mint Employees Receive Treasury Awards 

Secretary of the Treasury W. Michael Blumenthal presented awards to six mint 
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employees at the Treasury Department's annual awards ceremony on September 9, 
1977, at the Departmental Auditorium in Washington, D.C.: 

• Acting Director of the Mint Frank H. MacDonald received a Meritorious Service 
Award in recognition of his expert and dedicated management of the coinage 
operations of the United States. 

• J. Eugene Sparks, Financial Manager (Head, Budget and Finance Division),of the 
Bureau of the Mint, received a Special Award for Excellence for outstanding 
competence and leadership in the development and application of the Zero Base 
Budget concept within the Bureau and throughout the Department. 

• James A. Fishenden and Donald E. Vogt, Systems Accountants received Special 
Awards for outstanding contributions for the successful implementation of theTIPPIS 
(Treasury Payroll/Personnel Information System). 

Special Achievement Awards were given to: 

• Betty Higby, Superintendent of the Denver Mint, for outstanding competence 
and managerial leadership In directing the operation of the Mint in Denver, 
distinctive contributions to Federal agencies, and as Vice Chairperson of the Denver 
Regional Federal Executive Board. The award carried $1,100. 

• Nicholas Theodore, Superintendent of the Philadelphia Mint, for outstanding 
competence and managerical leadership in directing the operation of the U.S. Mint in 
Philadelphia, and the contributions as Chairperson of the Bureau's Labor Relations 
Policy Advisory Group and Philadelphia Regional Federal Executive Board. The award 
carried $1,100 in cash. 

. . . Proof Edition Jimmy Carter Miniature Medal to be Available by Mail Order 

The new proof edition of the jimmy Carter presidential miniature medals is now 
available by mail order, Frank H. MacDonald, Acting Director of the Mint has 
announced. The mall order price Is $2.50, which Includes postage, insurance, and 
handling. Orders or request for additional Information may besentto: Bureau of the 
Mint, 55 Mint Street, San Francisco, CA 94175. 

Never before has the Mint struck the Presidential Medals series in proof edition. 
The jimmy Carter proof edition medal was first available for sale at the ANA annual 
convention in Atlanta during August. 

Buyers at the convention were surveyed as to their degree of satisfaction with the 
medal and asked whether they would like to see additional presidential medals struck 
In proof edition. 63% rated the jimmy Carter proof edition medal as Excellent; 28% as 
Good; 8% as Fair; and only .5% as Poor. Of the 198 people who responded to the 
survey questions, 74% want the Mint to strike other presidential medals In proof 
edition. The main reasons why conventioneers purchased the Carter presidential 
were listed as: historic value, 41%; gift, 30%; to save for children or grandchildren, 
22%; for display, 15%; Investment 14%; and other, 15%. 

Other answers received by the survey were: 70% has purchased a medal from the 
U.S. Mint before; 65% has purchased a medal from a private mint before; 57% had 
been collecting medals over 5 years; 88% collected coins; and 66% were on the U.S. 
Mint's mailing list.

Mrs. Louise Graham, Willowdale, On- 
tario, and Donald M. Stewart, Calgary, 
Alberta, were the recipients of the J. 
Douglas Ferguson Award for 1976 and 
1977 respectively. Last year no award was 
made, to the disappointment of many 
people. This year the Board of Awards 
decided to present two awards and in 
order to preserve continuity, they will 
be known as the awards for 1976 and 
1977. The two awards were announced 
by Major Sheldon S. Carroll, chairman of 
the Board of Awards at the annual 
banquet of the Canadian Numismatic 
Convention in Vancouver on August 
6th. 

The j. Douglas Ferguson Award, 
which is the highest award of the Cana- 
dian Numismatic Association, is in the 
form of a 24 karat gold medal accom- 
panied by a framed citation. It Is 
presented annually to the living 
numismatist who has contributed most 
to the science of numismatics in Canada, 
either through research, writing, 
publishing or in any other manner. The 
award was instituted in 1969 by j. 
Douglas Ferguson, honorary president 
of the CNA. The magnificent gold 
medal was designed by the inter- 
nationally known artist Arnaldo 
Marchetti of Montreal. 

Washington Numismatic Society 
Celebrates 50th Anniversary 

A highlight of the Washington 
Numismatic Society's 50th Anniversary 
Luncheon at the Mayflower Hotel on 
October 2 were presentations by Dr. 
Vladimir Clain-Stefanelji and Mendel L. 
Peterson, both honorary members of 
the Society. The former is chairman. 
Dept, of Natural History, Smithsonian 
Institution, and the latter is a retired 
Curator of Naval History and Director of 


Underwater Exploration, Smithsonian 
Institution. Dr. Clain-Stefanelli discuss- 
ed the current and future efforts to build 
the National Coin Collection, whereas 
Peterson reviewed the early develop- 
ment of the National Coin Collection. 

An honorary membership In WNS was 
presented at the luncheon to Joseph A. 
Clarke for his contribution to the ad- 
vancement of numismatics In the D.C. 
area. Clarke has devoted many hours of 
service to organizing several local and 
regional coin organizations and has 
been the ANA's District Representative 
since 1972. He was recipient of the 
Society's 17th honorary membership In 
its 50 years of existence. Each luncheon 
guest received a copy of a booklet 
entitled WNS — 50th Anniversary, which 
describes and portrays the history of the 
Society since 1927. The booklet was 
prepared by the Historical Committee 
composed of Karl E. Hoke, Eldridge 
Jones, George Vanderwende, Joseph A. 
Clarke, and Ben M. Douglas. 

The Society also had available for $6 
each, a gold-plated 50th Anniversary 
Medal to commemorate the occasion. 
The medal portrays the bust of 
Washington on the obverse which was 
designed by Brent Hughes, another 
honorary member of the Society. The 
reverse was engraved ''50th Anniversary 
— 1927-77." 

The WNS 50th Anniversary Celebra- 
tion was held in conjunction with the 
International Numismatic Society's first 
convention. The luncheon meeting was 
chaired by Karl Hoke, current president 
of the Society. 

‘‘Coins That Might Have Been” 

On Display at Boys Town 

"Coins That Might Have Been" are on 
display at the Boys Town PhilaMatic 
Center. This display is composed of 
coins struck by the U.S. Mint but never 
released to the public. Included in the 
display are about 150 one-cent pieces, 
two-cent pieces, gold dollars and other 
coins from Omaha's (Neb.) Byron Reed 
collection. Known as experimental, 
pattern and trial coins, all are rare, 
according to Melvin Stark, curator of the 
PhilaMatic Center. 
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The Rev. Robert P. Hupp, director of Boys 
Town and a coin collector, and Mel Stark 
examine several of the coins in the "Coins 
That Might Have Been" display. The display 
will remain at the Boys Town PhilaMatic 
Center indefinitely. 

Patterns or models of proposed coins 
were often distributed to members of 
Congress for approval, Mr. Stark said. 
Those coins not approved by Congress 
were usually remelted with only a few 
remaining today. Also included in this 
display are coins which have one side 
approved by Congress and the other 
side not approved, and coins struck in 


odd metals such as brass and copper 
dollars. 

One of only three or four 1836 
Gobrecht copper dollars known to exist 
is on display. Other rarities are an 1866 
copper dollar and an 1872 Barber's 
Amazon copper dollar. According to 
Mr. Stark the display at the PhilaMatic 
Center doesn't include all such coins in 
the Byron Reed collection due to space 
limitations. 

The display is part of a collection of 
coins, autographs, medals, currency and 
other historical memorabilia willed to 
the city of Omaha in 1891 by Byron 
Reed, Omaha pioneer real estate man. 
"'Coins That Might Have Been" will 
remain at the PhilaMatic Center In- 
definitely during hours of 8 a.m. to 4 
p.m., Monday through Saturday, and 9 
a.m. to 4 p.m., Sundays and holidays. 

Besides this display, the PhilaMatic 
Center houses coins, paper notes, 
stamps and other items of interest to the 
serious collector and general public 
alike. Such Items include Swedish Plate 
Money coins which weigh several 
pounds each, the world's largest paper 
money display with over 9,000 notes, 
and an exhibit of obsolete paper money. 
The PhilaMatic Center attracts 
thousands of visitors each year and is 
open to the public free of charge.

Philip H. Chase \ 

ANA 4286 


Philip H. Chase, ANA 4286, died 
following a short illness In Wynnwood, 
Pennsylvania on July 4th at the age of 91 . 

Philip Hartley Chase who was born to 
an old New England family, attended 
Dartmouth College from which he 
graduated in 1907. He then got an 
engineering degree from MIT (1909) and 
a masters degree from Harvard in 1910. 
He was an engineer for 40 years with the 
Philadelphia Electric Co., retiring in 
1951. 

In October 5, 1913, he married Theora 
Williamson and in 1973 they celebrated 
their 60th wedding anniversary. He Is 
survived by his widow and a brother, 
along with several nieces, nephews and 
their children. 

As a member of the association for 
approximately 50 years. Chase took an 
active role in providing The Numismatist 


with articles; his well known series on 
the Confederate notes from 1945-47 
served later as the basis of his book on 
Confederate Treasury Notes. His subse- 
quent articles on the plating varieties of 
the Type 25-26 and Type 41 Keatinge & 
Ball notes were typical of his careful 
scholarship. His last among many dis- 
tinguished articles, was that appearing in 
the June 1968 The Numismatist which 
dealt with the origin and varieties of the 
Hoyer and Ludwig notes dated July 25, 
1861. 

His influence as a writer extended 
beyond his own efforts and has resulted 
in the publication of a number of articles 
on Confederate Currency both in and 
out of The Numismatist which deal with 
plate reconstructions and related 
matters, using the original Chase techni- 
que of the plen, diplen and division 
remainder systems.

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Correction for Nebraska National Currency Article 

In my article in the October edition of The Numismatist ''Dates on Nebraska 
National Currency/' several errors have come to my attention. 

In Category 5, Ch. Number range 2665-2683, 4th Charter (Pseudo), I stated 
"Observe that the notes for chapter 2665 had only its date changed on its 1922 notes, 
whereas the notes on charter 2683 had the whole 'bank name' area rearranged and re- 
engraved." Referring back to the October issue to observe the notes for Category 5, it 
is obvious that Indeed the "bank name" area for the pseudo 4th charter note of 
charter 2665 was rearranged. The word "of" on the third line of the 3rd charter note 
was moved to the fourth line, replacing some filigree, and a different style of letter was 
used, which is also true of the York note. The point that I intended to make in the 
article was that the engraving around the town name YORK had been re-engraved 
and that the same area around the name OMAHA had not been re-engraved. 

On page 2020, 1st column, line 28, there is an incorrect charter number given which 
has consequently affected related charter numbers up to the close of the paragraph. 
Corrected, that paragraph from line 28 on should read: 

'‘days. Charter numbered bank 6503 was also organized on October 8,1902 but instead of all of 
the necessary chores being done in fourteen days. It took the bank forty-seven days. Therefore 
they were assigned a charter number thirty-nine numbers later than bank #6464 which was 
organized on the same day. Consequently, here are two bank notes thirty-nine charter 
numbers apart but with the same dates on their notes. Notice now that there were two other 
banks that were chartered between the previous two mentioned banks. They were organized 
a month later on November 6th add 8th of 1902. Bank number 6489 took only eight days after 
organizing to be chartered on November 14th. Bank number 6493 took ten days. As can be 
seen in the list, these banks' charter numbers fell between 6464 and 6503 as a direct result of 
their completion of all of the requirements." 

In the listing, which is obviously a burdensome task to perfect, there needs to show 
several minor alterations. Relating to the number sign (#) in the notes, this sign (#) 
should be placed in the listing after "Dec 8, 1921," the second 3rd Charter Date of 
Charter Number. 3188 and before "Name changed on May 13, 1905" listed under 
Charter Number 3343. Under Charter Number 2756, 3rd Charter, the dashes should be 
removed as, to Be correct, there is no information known for that date. 

Under Charter Number 4280, Charter Date, should be the date Apr 7, 1890, and the 
Charter Date for Charter Number 4345 should be simply 1890. The Organization Date 
for Charter Number 5400 should read May 21 rather than May 10, and a typo under 
Charter Number 8797 has caused the 3rd Charter Date to read Jan 27 rather than 
correctly jun if. 

Two spacing realignment^ are necessary. Charter Numbers 6166 through 6240, 1st 
column only, should all be moved up one space, leaving a blank between 6240 and 
6282. Both columns 3rd Charter and Organization Date betvyeen Charter Numbers 
7277 and 8286 should be moved down one space creating a blank after Apr 21,1904 In 
each column. 

Though some of these correction might seem minor, I feel I have an obligation to 
those who would use this article as a reference to make sure that the information Is as 
accurate as my current knowledge of It.

1928-S/S Standing Liberty Quarter Discovered 

It is with extreme pleasure that I share my newly discovered re-punched mintmark 
on a 1928-S Standing Liberty quarter with other ANA members. 

Most collectors are familiar with the overdate 1918/17-S quarter and the diebreaks 
on the 1918-D's, but nowhere is there a record of an over-mintmark on this series, not 
even in my recently released book on Standing Liberty quarters. 

The mintmark on my discovery piece consists of a normal S with remnants of a 
previously punched S, tilted slightly to the left, below and to the right of the main S. I 
suspect, but cannot yet prove, that the prominent mintmark Is slightly larger than the 
previously punched S. 

The discovery piece is uncirculated with approximately a 9/10th full head. The 
accepted description of a full head Is that all three of the olive leaves should show in 
Liberty's hair, that the 'VoU" of her curl be raised above her ear and that there is a 
definite line separating the hair from the cheekbone. 

I would encourage those readers who have varieties of the Standing Liberty quarters 
to contact me.

When a tall tree falls . 

When a tall tree falls in the forest, it tumbles with a 
resounding crash, alerting the entire woodland community to 
its passing. The rabbit, the sparrow, the owl and the hawk — 
all of the woodland creatures — pause briefly to remark on 
their loss. 

A man of such stature deserves no less to pass in obscurity, 
and Elston G. Bradfield truly towered in the numismatic forest. 

The second growth of rising saplings that now fill the scene 
have done much to separate Brad from the mainstream of the 
hobby, since his debilitating illness compelled him to step 
down from the editorship of The Numismatist. This is all the 
more reason to remark on his passing. 

Like the great fallen tree, Elston Bradfield had survived a 
mixture of environments — winters, summers, droughts and 
abundant rainfalls. Journalist, soldier, scholar , numismatist, 
historian — he had worn all of these hats, and more. It was not 
the particular “hat,” however, that set him aside. 

Elston Bradfield was, indeed, blessed with a quality that has 
become all too-elusive in our time. He had integrity, a 
characteristic which began with a sense of dedication to 
whatever assignment he faced, an obligation to thoroughly 
master his field. 

Brad’s integrity transcended simple dedication, however. It 
overpowered arrogance, the lust for financial or social gain, 
even the humiliating ravages of Parkinsonism. The challenge 
of his affliction became yet another “hat” to wear, and his 
efforts on behalf of others afflicted with this condition in the 
present and the future were, perhaps, second only to those of 
his dedicated wife. 

It is, indeed, fitting for all of the creatures of the numismatic 
world — especially those whose life he touched — to reflect, 
not on this most unusual man’s death, but on his life, and how 
he shared it with the world that he encountered. — JPG.
